- " E. P. Kitselman, the new Republican State 


Chairman, has issued a statement regarding his

CURTAILED MAIL SERVICE

four passenger trains, and encouraged this line 
of business.

local schedule, arriving whenever the train hap- 
;pens to get in, is a step backward in this mod- 
ern age, and action of some kind should be 
taken.

The town of Manilla and many people in 


southwestern Rush county are affected by the 
proposed change. It may mean that the mail 
'for these places will always be a day or two 


late, unless motor routes are established from 
some point. 


The Shelbyville Republican takes a tang 


shot, and has a good suggestion which might 
help solve the mail controversy for this terri- 
tory 
They say: "The plan suggested is that 


star routes be established from RuahTille to 
Columbus, one going down in the morning at 
Columbus, one going dbwn in the morning at the 
trains have been running. These routes would 
furnish the same service as the passenger trains 
discontinued. 
Whether the Pennsylvania rail- 


way company will care to relinquish its mail 
contract would have to be determined.

Action along this matter should be taken up 


by the Chamber of Commerce and other civic 
organizations. The railroads should be .forced 
to continue a portion of their service.

THE COLOR OF THE SKY 


All sky colors, from deepest blue of the fair- 


est day, through the gray to bluish gray and al- 
most black of the cloudy or stormy sky, to the 
greenish, yellowish and reddish shades we often 
see, are due to the changes imparted to sunlight 
by differing conditions 
of the 
atmosphere 


through which light passes, explains a noted 
weather expert. 


When we stop to think that the ordinary 


yellowish sun's rays, hi passing through rain- 
drops, may be broken up into the beautiful hues 
of the rainbow, we can the more readily under- 
stand how changes to the dustiness, tempera- 
ture, moisture—Including invisible vapor and 
cloudiness — windiness, etc., in the atmosphere, 
as well as the angle at which the light passes 
through it, may all have then- effect in obscur- 
ing, reflecting, scattering or breaking up light 
rays. 


The red sky at sunset indicates that there is 


very little moisture to the atmosphere. If there 
are clouds at that time, and they are red, they 
usually disappear after sunset, so there are no 
probabilities to either case of early rain. If 
there is much moisture during the cooling at 
evening, some of it is condensed at higher lay- 
ers, thus producing a grayish sky, which indi- 
cates rain. 


16 the morning, when the atmosphere has 


not been under the influence of the sunlight 
during the day, the opposite occurs. The gray 
morning indicates a dry atmosphere above, even 
though the surface ah- layer is dewy, and a fair 
day is indicated.

force this law. 
In sentencing persons to the 


gallows in the past Judge Hardy 
was helpless, inasmuch as the 
jury's verdict made It imperative 
for him to pronounce the death 
penalty. He performed by oath 
of office. 


In the. Hickman case, the du- 


ty of imposing the death penal- 
ty developed upon him alone 
Under the plea of not guilty by 
the jury for one purpose only— 
to determine whether he was 
sane or insane at the time he 
committed the atrocious mur- 
der. 


In bringing in a verdict thai 


Hickman was sane at the time 
he murdered the Parker child 
the jury's duty ends without 
any further power as to the ul- 
timate disposition of the case. 


From that point on, Judge 


Hardy would have been the sole 
and exclusive arbiter of Hick- 
man's fate. He would have 
fix the degree of murder. 


In pronouncing judgment up- 


on Hickman Judge Hardy could 
go into all of -the facts of the 
case with the same power and 
authority as a jury which tries 
a defendant 
for murder. He 


could exercise his judgment and 
consult his conscience in deter- 
mining 
whether 
extenuating 


circumstances existed or whet- 
her humanity justified the im- 
position of the death penalty 
upon the youth.
